
AFD Receives 1st 
Approval For 
Platform Truck

After much discussion, Town Council approved the 
first reading of a resolution to loan the Agawam Fire 
Department (AFD) $750,000 for a new platform truck 
at its April 2nd meeting. 

Fire Chief David Pisano fielded questions from 
councilors, many of which revolved around “Condition 
13" of the town’s agreement with Berkshire Power. 

The condition states that Berkshire Power, upon 
request, will pay for any equipment the town deems 
necessary because of the plant. Because Pisano list¬ 
ed Berkshire Power, as well as Six Flags (and sever¬ 
al other multi-story buildings in town), as reasons the 
platform is needed, members of the council asked 
him to seek financial assistance from those compa¬ 
nies. 

"I sent a letter to Berkshire Power and have not

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heard back," Pisano said. 

“I urge you strongly to ask all the companies in 
Agawam (we have a large industrial park) to give us a 
hand,” said Councilor George Bitzas. 

Pisano said that he is willing to seek funding, but he 
needs approval immediately to start the process. 

“Bids could go out in a few months and then it takes 
a year to build the apparatus,” Pisano said. “I clearly 
need this council to say go ahead. I don’t want to be 
used as a pawn or be held hostage to the businesses 
of this town. I can’t wait. I need -to get a commitment. 
It’s not like going down to Balise and buying a car." 

Some councilors brought up the need for an ambu¬ 
lance at the AFD Feeding Hills station. Pisano said 
that it, too, is a priority, but he needs additional man¬ 
power along with a new ambulance. 

Councilor Robert Rossi asked how many personnel 
are required to safely operate the platform truck. 
Pisano said a minimum of three. 

When asked if he felt that was adequate manpow¬ 
er, Pisano said, “How can I answer that? We’ve been 
operating a ladder for 32 years and we distribute man¬ 
power on the scene.” 

“I know, and I think people know, that you don’t 
have enough manpower to operate this apparatus,” 
Rossi said. 

“If you knew the answer, why did you ask the ques¬ 
tion?” Pisano remarked.

Rossi said he wanted Pisano's answer “on the 
record.” He also said that he does support the AFD 
and wanted to refer the matter of seeking funding to 
the Industrial Relations Committee. 

Pisano added that, with regard to the ambulance 
versus the truck, he “can’t sacrifice one for the other.” 

Pisano requested the platform to replace a 32 year- 
old ladder truck that may not pass inspection this year. 
Last year, the ladder had to be shortened as a result 
of problems found during inspection. A platform truck 
would allow the AFD to operate more safely, Pisano 
said. 

He cited evacuating the elderly and evacuating 
people in inclement weather as two examples of how 
the platform (which has a bucket capable of holding 
1,000 pounds) would be a safety improvement. 

“It’s like an elevator,” he said, adding that its 
maneuverability is greater than that of the current 
truck. 

“It's a very impressive vehicle,” said Councilor 
Robert Magovern. 

Councilor John Negrucci asked how much time the 
platform truck would save. 

“ A lot,” Pisano relied. “This apparatus sets up in a 
matter of minutes, and a minute or two can be a world 
of difference.” 

The council voted unanimously to accept the first 
reading. There will be two more readings before 
Pisano can move forward.

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New Plan For Tax-Taking Fails 


To Pass Town Council

Delinquint taxpayers have no fear of having licens¬ 
es revoked now that Town Council voted 6-5 not to 
accept a resolution stripping licenses and even fore¬ 
closing on homes of those who haven’t paid. 

The resolution has been before council several 
times this year and was held over from 2000. Put on 
the agenda by Councilor Joseph Mineo, the resolution 
was also supported by Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
has said that it’s not fair for those who do pay their 
taxes on time. 

“I agree that we all need to pay our fair share of 
taxes,” said Town Council President Gina Letellier. 
"But there are tax-taking rules that the town has cho¬ 
sen to ignore for 61 years.” 

According to Councilor John Negrucci, many delin¬ 
quint taxpayers have stepped forward since letters 
were sent to them by Town Treasurer Laurel Placzek. 
He would like to wait to see if people will follow the 
rules (now that they’re being adhered to by the town) 
for a while before revoking licenses or foreclosing on 
homes. 

“We have a plan in place. Let’s use it,”. said 
Negrucci. 


Mineo pointed out that only 40 of the 291 people 
who were sent letters have responded. 

“These taxes do need to get paid,” Mineo said. 
Currently, there is $1.2 million owed to the town in 
back taxes. 

Councilor Robert Young supported the resolution. 

“I was for this the first time, and I haven’t heard 
anything in the past few months to make me change 
my mind,” he said. 

Councilor Anthony Bonavita made a motion to 
amend the resolution to include that, at the taxpayer’s 
request, a meeting would take place with the taxpay¬ 
er and Mrs. Placzek within a 12-month grace period. 

“In the past I voted against this, but the amendment 
makes me support it,” said Councilor George Bitzas. 

Councilor Richard Morassi said he was “not com¬ 
fortable” voting on the resolution at the time of the 
meeting. 

The amendment was approved 10-1, with 
Councilor Robert Magovern voting against it. But in 
the end the resolution did not pass. 

“Thank you for putting up with me for four months,” 
Mineo joked.

Firewise... 

Spring Cleaning 
& Fire Safety 

Winter is finally over and it’s time to get your home 
ready for the warmer months ahead. Before you do, 
Inspector Mercadante suggests taking a good look 
around your home. There's a strong chance flamma¬ 
ble materials are lurking in many areas, and that it’s 
important to store and use them properly to avoid the 
risk of fire. 

With yard chores, particularly lawn mowing, and 
barbecuing right around the corner, the Fire 
Department urges caution when using and storing 
propane and gasoline. Gasoline, a flammable liquid 
that readily gives off vapors which are easily ignited 
with a spark or small flame, should only be used as a 
motor fuel and never a cleaning solvent or cooking 
fire-starter. If properly used, most fires involving gas 
or propone can easily be avoided. 

According to the National Fire Protection 
Association, nearly 8,000 home fires involving gaso¬ 
line occur each year. This alone gives reason enough 
to be cautious. 

Here are some tips to follow with regards to the use 
of both gasoline and propane: 

1. Always keep fuel cans tightly capped. (If possi¬ 
ble, in a shed away from your house.) 

2. Never refuel any hot or running lawn equipment. 

3. Never use gasoline as a cleaner. 

4. Use approved safety cans or original containers 
for storage of flammable or combustible liquids. 

5. NEVER transport gasoline inside the passenger 
compartment of your car, SUV, or mini-van. (It is ille¬ 
gal and dangerous, with fines as high as $1,000 for 
doing so.) 

6. Propane tanks should not be stored or kept with¬ 
in three feet of a window or five feet of an air condi¬ 
tioner. 

7. Gas grills should never be used on any second- 
floor or higher porch. 

8. Gas grills should never be used under any tent 
or overhang of your house, or operated within 10 feet 
of any building. 

9. When cleaning this spring, remove all flammable 
and combustible products such as paint thinner, 
starter fluid, lamp oil, and such from your cellar. 

In closing, improperly stored products cause 
unnecessary fires, injuries, and even deaths. Become 
familiar with the hazardous materials around your 
home. This little bit of precaution can go a long way to 
protect you and your family. If you have any questions 
or concerns, please call Inspector M. Mercadante at 
Fire Headquarters, 800 Main St., 786-0657.

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Melconian Testifies 
On Truancy 
Legislation 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) delivered testimony recently to the Joint 
Committee on Education, Arts and Humanities on her 
legislation to allow police officers to return truant stu¬ 
dents to school. 

Truancy is a serious problem in my district and 
across the state,” said Melconian. “A recent study by 
the Massachusetts Trial Court notes that in addition to 
to the lost educational opportunities, truants are also 
at risk of further juvenile delinquency, 47 percent of all 
chronic truants will be arrested and arraigned within 
three years. Truancy is one of the first indicators that 
a child may be at risk for future dangerous or criminal 
behavior. 

“We must change the current law which only grants 
attendance officers the authority to seek out truants. 
Police should be able to return a truant to the class¬ 
room after the truant has admitted that they should be 
in school. This expanded truancy enforcement can 
encourage truants to continue their education and 
make a positive impact on their lives and on the long¬ 
term safety and well-being of the community. 

“Before this legislation would go into effect in a city 
or town, it must be approved by the local governing 
body. As part of this process, local school committees 
and law enforcement officials must agree upon the 
protocol for apprehending truants and the alternative 
education available to a truant upon his or her return 
to school,” said Melconian. 

“Senate Bill 293, Legislation to Improve Truancy 
Enforcement, will provide a framework for cities and 
towns to empower their police officers to take positive 
action to combat truancy and improve the lives of stu¬ 
dents across the Commonwealth."

Goals/Ob j ectives 
For 2001-2002 


(Part 1 Of 2)

The purpose of this article is to communicate to the 
Agawam School Committee a comprehensive 
goals/objectives approach for the remainder of my 
term of office from April 2001 to August 2002. It has 
been broken down into the following categories: A. 
District Goals; B. Curriculum/lnstruction; C. 
Instructional Leadership; D. School/Community 
Relations; and E. Superintendent/School Committee 
Communications. 



I. Superintendent’s Goal: 


To assist the Agawam School Committee in 
achieving the Mission of the Agawam Public Schools. 


II. Objectives: 

1. To design and develop a long range study of the 
school building needs in the district. This study will 
include, but not be limited to, live birth data, popula¬ 
tion growth, enrollment histories and projections (5-10 
years). Summary findings will be presented, along 
with options that will be available for grade reorgani¬ 
zation and projected population, PreK-12. The study 
will be designed to give the School Committee the 
mechanism necessary to make informed decisions 
about the future direction of our programs and the 
building needs to satisfy those programs. I intend to 
have this study completed and presented in January 
2002, prior to my retirement. 


2. To provide the appropriate leadership and sup¬ 
port necessary to continue the implementation of the 
district-wide School Improvement Plan. This objective 
will be achieved by the monitoring of each school 
improvement plan by the Superintendent. A review of 
the Plan was made at a joint meeting of all school 
councils on January 17, 2001 and a written report was 
submitted to the School Committee in February 2001

Mtg. On Community 
Preservation Act 

The Community Preservation Ad-Hoc Committee 
has scheduled an informational meeting for the gen¬ 
eral public concerning the recently-enacted 
Community Preservation Act. This meeting will be 
held in the Agawam Middle School auditorium on 
Monday evening, April 9th, at 7:00 p.m. Andy 
McCieod from the Trust for Public Land will be mak¬ 
ing a presentation explaining the act and answering 
questions. 

The Community Preservation Act allows communi¬ 
ties to create (by local referendum) a Community 
Preservation Fund financed by a surchage of up to 
three-percent of the local property tax. The monies 
accrued in the local fund are to be spent on open 
space acquisition and preservation, historic preserva¬ 
tion, and affordable housing. 

The act also establishes a state Community 
Preservation Trust Fund to provide matching funds to 
communities, thereby increasing the amount of 
money that can be spent on community preservation. 

This informational meeting will be an excellent 
opportunity for the public to learn more about the 
Community Preservation Act, and residents of 
Agawam are urged to attend.

B. CURRICULUM/FRAMEWORKS 

I. Superintendent’s Goal: 

To open more educational opportunities to all stu¬ 
dents and guarantee the delivery of the framework- 
based curriculum. This goal is ongoing and will con¬ 
tinue to be a priority. 

II. Objectives: 

1. To identify areas of the curriculum that can be 
made more effective in terms of instructional delivery. 

Two areas in particular will be examined: 1) Reading; 

2) Mathematics. 

2. To personally observe the process of the taught 
curriculum by regular visitation of classrooms in each 
school. I accomplished this last year and will continue 
to do so. 

3. To review and recommend program changes 
that are in keeping with equal educational opportunity 
for students and which support individual student 
needs. The high school Program of Studies will be 
studied closely to eliminate unnecessary courses that 
complicate scheduling without adding to the sub¬ 
stance of program offerings. 

4. To install components of an “anti-bullying” cur¬ 
riculum within the health frameworks for the district. 

This component is necessary in light of the school 
safety issues that must now be dealt with in our 
schools and communities.

Jesus Rose From The Dead (Part 2) 

As we all recall, Daylight Savings Time began at 
2:00 am. on Sunday, April 1st. I had observed the 
notation on my calendar, and so I set the clock one 
hour ahead as I went to bed. However, when I woke 
up tired the next day, I recalled that I had not seen or 
heard any mention about the time change on the radio 
or television, which is unusual. I started to doubt my 
belief about the time change, which (in turn) would 
affect the way I spent the rest of the day. Therefore, I 
got up and re-checked the calendar to reaffirm my 
belief. So, too, there are people who doubt the verac¬ 
ity of Jesus’ resurrection, and find it beneficial to re¬ 
check the facts. What we believe about Jesus' resur¬ 
rection not only affects one day, it affects our whole 
lives. 

The historical evidence we will now examine, which 
proves that Jesus Christ was actually raised from 
death, focuses not so much on Jesus Himself, but on 
the people around Him. Armchair atheists, and even 
some theologians, may claim today that Jesus wasn't 
really raised from the dead, that such a claim is sim¬ 
ply a statement of faith. However, the people who 
were there at the time, “on the ground" so to speak, 
whose testimony is what they saw rather than what 
they think, is surely more credible to any honest per¬ 
son. 

Writing to the church in the city of Corinth, the 
Apostle Paul stated, “I told you the most important 
part of the message exactly as it had been told to 
me. That part is: Christ died for our sins, as the 
Scriptures say. He was buried, and three days 
later He was raised to life, as the Scriptures say. 
Christ appeared to Peter, then to the Twelve. After 
this, He appeared to more than 500 other follow- 
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ers. Most of them are still alive, but some have 
died. He also appeared to James, and then to all 
the apostles. ” 

The Apostle Paul wrote this letter to the Corinthian 
church sometime around A.D. 55. Many copies of the 
letter were made, and it was a somewhat public doc¬ 
ument. The claim is made that Jesus appeared alive, 
after being crucified and buried, by more than 500 
people, and that most of them are still alive. Why 
would Paul make such a claim, if he had any reason 
to fear or suspect it could, and if possible probably 
would, be disproven? The answer is obvious: because 
Paul knew the statement was true. He also knew that 
while honest people can honestly differ over opinions, 
they cannot disagree about the simple fact that they 
had in fact seen Jesus alive. Not one of those 500 
people ever stepped forth to disavow their testimony. 
They didn’t, because they couldn’t. Jesus’ resurrec¬ 
tion was too fantastic to deny. 

The disciples of Jesus were dramatically impacted 
by Jesus’ resurrection. It must be kept in mind that for 
the most part, Jesus’ disciples were what we might 
call unsophisticated. They were basically good people 
who had heretofore lived simple lives. They were 
uncomplicated, and when Jesus was arrested and 
condemned, they became overwhelmed with fear. It 
was a completely natural reaction. The Bible says the 
disciples were afraid of the Jewish leaders, and on 
the evening of that same Sunday they locked 
themselves in a room. That’s a perfectly normal 
reaction to have, after your leader has just been exe¬ 
cuted. 

Within a couple of weeks, however, these same 
once fearful followers of Jesus were out in public pro¬ 
claiming Jesus’ gospel. Peter stood with the eleven 
apostles and spoke in a loud and clear voice. 
“Now listen to what / have to say about Jesus 
from Nazareth. God proved that He sent Jesus to 
you by having Him work miracles, wonders and 
signs. All of you know this. God had already 
planned and decided that Jesus would be handed 
over to you. So you took Him and had evil men put 
Him to death on a cross. But God set Him free 
from death and raised Him to life. Death could not 
hold Him in its power."

How did Peter and the other apostles lose their fear 
and become filled with faith? They weren't brilliant 
strategists plotting to take over Jesus' campaign. 
They didn’t have an agenda. The answer is they saw 
something, or rather, Someone. Back there, while 
they were holed up in a bolted room, hiding from the 
people they feared might kill them next, suddenly, 
Jesus appeared in the middle of the group. He 
greeted them and showed them His hands and His 
side. When the disciples saw the Lord, they 
became very happy. A transformed life trumps an 
armchair theorist every time! 

During the years of His earthly ministry, Jesus’ own 
family members did not believe that He was the long 
awaited, the long ago promised, Messiah. We need to 
appreciate that this information might have been diffi¬ 
cult for them to grasp or appreciate. John’s gospel 
says, even Jesus’ own brothers had not yet 
become His followers. They even harassed Him a 
little; but later on they did come to believe in Him, after 
His resurrection! The apostles often met together 
and prayed. The women and Mary the mother of 
Jesus would meet with them, and so would His 
brothers. Jesus’ brothers came to believe Jesus is 
the Savior of the world, when they encountered Him 
after He was raised from the dead. Jesus’ brother 
James went on to become the first bishop of the 
church in Jerusalem. Family members who once 
doubted became believers! 

A sad part of the Church’s history is that some peo¬ 
ple have had to perish for their faith. Their faith isn’t in 
a religious dogma or political philosophy, their faith is 
in a Person who was once dead and is now alive. 
Great people will sometimes die for the sake of what 
they consider to be a noble cause; but only a fool 
would die to further what he knows is a lie. The disci¬ 
ples of Jesus were not anxious to die for their faith or 
fof any other reason. Like any normal person, their 
desire was to live. But the fact is that they were will¬ 
ing, if they absolutely had to, to stand by the truth that 
Jesus was yet alive and to be killed for telling that 
truth, rather than to disown their simple claim. Once 
again, the power of their convictions far outweighs the 
theories of the doubters.

Are Your Bank Accounts 

Costing You Money??? 

Keeping money in a checking or savings account 
with a bank, credit union, or similar financial institution 
is a safe, convenient way to keep track of one’s 
finances. But, having too much money invested in a 
low-rate checking or savings account could be cost¬ 
ing you money. 

A recent study from the Consumer Federation of 
America shows Americans could potentially earn an 
additional $30 to $50 billion in interest each year by 
shifting the more than $1 trillion they now keep in low- 
interest savings account into higher-rate, but equally 
safe, savings vehicles. To make sure you're getting 
the most out of your money, consider the following 
tips. 

Review your current situation. Start by looking at 
the money you’ve invested in your savings account 
and the interest rate you’re currently earning. Bank 
Rate Monitor, a rate-tracking firm in Palm Beach, 
Florida, reports the current national average interest 
rate for passbook and statement savings accounts is 
approximately two percent. While your personal 
account may have a slightly higher or lower interest 
rate, this number is still likely well below the potential 
for growth offered by other savings options. Keep in 
mind that any account with an interest rate at or below 
the current inflation rate (about 3.5 percent) is actual¬ 
ly reducing your purchasing power. 

Explore your alternatives. There are several sav¬ 
ings vehicles that offer the same federally guaranteep 
security as a checking or savings account while pro¬ 
viding interest rates that can be as much as three to 
four percentage points higher than a traditional sav¬ 
ings account. 

* Higher-rate savings accounts , such as a money 
market account, offer higher interest with the contin¬ 
ued liquidity, or access to your money, than low-rate 
savings accounts. These accounts are available from 
most financial institutions but may include restrictions, 
such as a higher initial deposit, minimum balance 
requirements, and regular automatic deposits. 

* Online Banking is an option an increasing num¬ 
ber of consumers are using to gain access to higher 
rate financial products, as well as provide conven¬ 
ience. When choosing an online bank, consider its 
offerings, ATM network, fee structure, and client serv¬ 
ice. At a, minimum, choose an online bank that is 
FDIC insured. 

* U.S. Savings Bonds provide a guaranteed means 
of earning higher interest rates for a wide range of 
investment levels. Series “I” U.S. Savings Bonds, for 
example, can be purchased in denominations of $50, 
$75, $100, $200, $500, $1,000, $5,000, and $10,000 
and will earn interest for up to 30 years. You can cash 
in an I Bond any time after six months and get back 
your original investment plus interest. Keep in mind 
that I Bonds are designed to be longer-term invest¬ 
ments, so cashing out within the first five.years means 
forfeiting three months’ worth of earnings. Remember, 
the value of the saving bond is at maturity. The bond 
will reach its face value in a set number of years, 
based on treasury security market rates earned over 
the life of the bond. 

* Certificates of deposit (CDs) generally feature the 
highest interest rates available from a government- 
insured savings vehicle. Both the fixed principal 
investment amount and the rate of return earned are 
federally insured by the FDIC for up to $100,000 per 
account. 

With a CD, you’ll need to keep your money invest¬ 
ed until the certificate matures, or you’ll likely face a 
penalty for early withdrawal. The average CD term 
ranges from three months to five years or more.

Firecracker Explosion At City Fair 

The plaintiff sustained an injury to his dominant 
hand at a Fourth of July fair that he had attended with 
his wife and four children. The plaintiff and his family 
had spread out a blanket in anticipation of watching 
the licensed fireworks display. 

While waiting for the display to begin, the plaintiff 
heard his baby girl begin to cry. He looked down and 
observed a burning M-80 type device next to his child. 
Instinctively, to protect his child, he grabbed the 
explosive and looked for a place to throw it. Almost 
immediately, the M-80 exploded, causing injuries to 
his hand. 

Apparently the M-80 was thrown by someone in 
the crowd. The person who threw the device was 
never identified. The evidence that would have been 
presented as to the crowd size was conflicting. The 
plaintiff’s evidence would have supported a finding 
that the crowd contained as many as 100,000 people. 
The defendant’s position was that the crowd size was 
less than 20,000. 

The plaintiff was prepared to present evidence that 
the defendants were negligent in the security provi¬ 
sions that they had in place. The security was provid¬ 
ed by private detail city police officers. 

The defendant argued that in utilizing private detail 
city police officers in the numbers that it used, it had 
done all that it could in connection with securing the 
fairgrounds. Moreover, the defendant argued that the 
throwing of the lit M-80 within the crowd was an 
unforeseeable act that could not have been prevent¬ 
ed regardless of the number and deployment of the 
security officers.

Grounds For Divorce 
In Massachusetts... 


Q. My husband swears at me and degrades me in 
front of my friends; he also stays out late Friday and 
Saturday nights and comes home drunk. 

I don’t want to be married to him. Can I file for 
divorce based on his bad behavior? My friend says 
that in Massachusetts, I have to file for divorce on the 
grounds of irreconcilable differences. What are the 
grounds for divorce in Massachusetts? 

A. The statutory terminology for divorce grounds 
varies from state to state. In the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, our statute - Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 208, Sections 1 & 2 - sets forth six fault 
grounds for divorce. 

In addition, Chapter 208, Section 1A and Section 
IB, describes the two types of irretrievable break¬ 
down of the marriage, which are commonly referred 
to as the “no-fault grounds for divorce.” The six fault 
divorce grounds for divorce are Cruel and Abusive 
Treatment; Adultery; Impotence; Utter Desertion; 
Gross and Confirmed Habits of Intoxication; Grossly, 
Wantonly and Cruelly refuses or neglects to provide 
suitable support. 

Despite the fact that there are many different 
grounds to choose from, it is rare that anyone actual¬ 
ly files for divorce on any of these grounds, except for 
irretrievable breakdown of the marriage or cruel and 
abusive treatment. You should consult with your 
Divorce Attorney to select which ground is appropri¬ 
ate for your particular situation.

Neck pain can be so mild that it is merely annoying 
and distracting. Or it can be so severe that it is 
unbearable and incapacitating.

Future Teachers

Teacher Shadow Day was held on March 28th in 
the Agawam Schools. 

Future Teachers Shadow Day has been designed 
in cooperation with the Agawam High School Future 
Teachers Club and their advisors, Ralph Figy and 
Vladimiro Orefice. 

Sixteen members of the club have been matched 
with a teacher at a grade level chosen by the stu¬ 
dents. On March 28th, AHS students spent the entire 
day with that teacher in his or her classroom. The idea 
was to give students a first-hand look at the daily 
activities in a classroom. 

Gail Dion, seventh-grade social studies teacher 
and mentor coordinator for the Agawam Schools, has 
been working on several efforts to attract and retain 
teachers for the system, and Shadow Day is one of 
these efforts. 

“We are hoping that the experience will reinforce 
their ambitions to become teachers," she told us. Mrs. 
Dion’s efforts began as early as 1996 with the devel¬ 
opment of a mentor/induction program for Agawam’s 
new teachers. In the 2000-2001 school year, 40 vet¬ 
eran teachers have mentored newly-hired staff mem- 
bes. Agawam has received grants from the state to 
aid in development of the program. 

Prior to this schodl year, these grants were given 
under the federal Goals 2000 program with the indi¬ 
vidual states administerihg the grants. 

Last year, according to Dion, the state redesigned 
the criteriafor mentor/induction programs. This year’s 
gtar\\. focused not only on the services provided to 
new teachers, but also on issues of recruitment of 
teacher candidate s and long-term retention of practic¬ 
ing teachers. 

“One requirement of the state grant under the 
recruitment phase calls for the schooj system to work 
with our Future Teachers Club and Shadow Day is 
one aspect of this,” Dion explained.

It never ceases to amaze me how much the first 18 
years affect someone’s life. Think about it...if you 
muse back to elementary school, I am sure you can 
still conjure up images of happenings on the play¬ 
ground and faces of favorite teachers and friends. 

If you were bullied or made fun of in any fashion, 
that, too, made an indelible mark. I still remember 
going to my 20th high school reunion. Sally 
approached me and asked my forgiveness. For what, 
I wondered, and she responded, “You know. In sev¬ 
enth grade, I was really mad at you and I pulled down 
your crinoline (I’m dating myself...that’s a slip!!) as you 
walked up to the front of the class.” 

Well, I hated to disappoint Sally, but I had no recol¬ 
lection of the happening. Obviously, she, the perpe¬ 
trator, had been haunted by it for years! In some form, 
it had become a part of her and helped define her 
future actions. 

Students now will come into my office and tell me 
how afraid they are of speaking in front of the class. 
Probing further, I often find that when they were 
younger, kids snickered at them as they rose to 
speak. I can still remember the anorexic young girl to 
whom I spoke. She was a senior and fading away 
before my eyes. It seems in elementary school and 
junior high school, she was always made fun of 
because of her weight. Determined never to be the 
butt of jokes again, she decided to lose weight by not 
eating. 
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ing sun and stars? 

I think about the young lady who came into my 
office and told me that she loved English! Her eyes 
were beaming, her face was flushed with excitement, 
and her mouth was going a mile a minute as she told 
me she wished to be an English teacher. You see, her 
current English teacher had really turned her on to 
learning English, to seeing beyond the words on the 
page, to putting her thoughts on paper in a meaning¬ 
ful fashion, and to making deceased authors come to 
life through their writings. A course in school has 
made a difference to this young lady and will definite¬ 
ly impact the rest of her life through the vocation she 
chooses and probably in the way she, too, presents 
English to her eventual students. 

By now, I am sure I have proven my point. The halls 
of learning do impact a young person’s life. Just one- 
fifth of their lives are spent in grades K-12, yet those 
years often define and determine the next four-fifths!! 

As I was writing this, several students came into my 
office and I shared the above thoughts with them, 
hoping to elicit their responses. One young man, 
clearly popular with his peers and happy in his own 
skin, readily agreed with my thoughts, but offered no 
advice. One thoughtful, quiet-spoken gal listened 
intently, and then offered some sage words. 

She agreed that the first 18 years do define you, 
but she also feels that you can help define them, too. 
She feels that the quiet kid can push herself to join 
some groups in which she feels comfortable, and start 
hanging with kids who share her interests and likes. If 
not, he/shre will feel ostracized from others in the 
school and withdraw more from everyone else. We 
discussed that many times, a youngster will steer 
toward inappropriate clubs or sports teams because 
of a parent’s desires. Once on the soccer team, 
he/she probably will not see much playing time, will sit 
on the bench, and this will just enforce his/her feelings 
of inadequacy.
